The same interests of capital and labor are 
involved in a strike ora lockout, and tho neutral or innocent interests 
of other industries and of various sections of the public are compro­ 
mised and arc made to suffer during the continuance of the conflict. 
The state is also equally concerned, in the small as in the great 
community, with an industrial strife which m ay injure national inter­ 
ests and may provoke a disturbance of the public p eace and cause a 
possible interruption of the sway of law. 
It was for these various 
reasons that a compulsory, arbitration law was enacted in the New 
Zealand legislature in 181*3.

Nash was in receipt of a letter from 
Secretary of the Navy Long, stating 
that the navy departm ent has under 
consideration the taking over of the 
naval reserves of the various states.

space to the red man's Turkish bath, 
an institution homemade, to be sure, 
but a recognized necessity in every 
camp and a feature of the dally life of 
the Indian. 
On the contrary, com­ 
mentators have conveyed the Impres­ 
sion that habits of cleanliness are for­ 
eign to the Indian nod that he has an 
Inborn aversion to water except for 
culinary purposes. 
By the avidity and frequency with 
which the Indian indulges in his home 
made Turkish balli be proves the fal­ 
lacy of this belief and allows that he, 
as well as his white brother, can live 
up to the precept “Cleanliness is next 
to godliness.” only in the pm t i I ce the 
Indian puts cleanliness first. 
The term Turkish bath is unknown 
to the Indian. Ile calls that method of 
a bint Ion a “medicine sweat." 
It is to 
bim a rite both physical and spiritual, 
for he cleanses his person and then 
"makes medicine” to Ills Great Spirit. 
That the rite Is religiously observed 
was shown by a band of Brule Sioux 
Indians, who made u journey across 
the continent to the east and went into 
encampment in, to them, a strange 
land. 
On their arrival, even before they 
ruined their tepee poles, they erected a 
“medicine sweat” tent. The framework 
of this tent is of hoop poles so trained 
that it Is about nine feet In diameter, 
four feet high, fiat topped and almost 
circular In form. 
Just within the framework there Is a 
bedding of straw nl»out two feet wide, 
and In the center of the tent there is a 
whole Iii the ground about three feet In 
diameter ami three feet deep. 
There 
are no Steam vents or pipes, no marble 
slabs, no rubbers ami uo sheets. When 
the Indian is ready for his “medicine 
sweat” a number of stones or rocks 
are heated to almost white heat ami 
dumped Into the hole iii the ground. 
Then the red men, ‘JU or 25 of them, In 
a costume even scantier than Adam's 
after the fall, range themselves iijmui 
the straw. 
They sit mummy fashion, 
their chins on their knees aud their 
arms around their shins, packed so 
clos** together that even if they would 
they could not move. 
When they are nil ready, blankets, 
skins and canvas are throw s over the 
framework until the tent is almost air­ 
tight. two or three buckets of water 
are passed in and thrown upon the hot 
stones aud the “medicine sweat” be­ 
gins. The moment the steam begins to 
rise the indians begin a cbant, which 
Is kept up without interruption until 
the sweat is over. 
Packed together, 
enveloped In steam so thick that none 
can see his neighbor, the Indiana sit, 
singing and perspiring for an hour or 
more. 
Not an 
Indian 
moves. 
He 
nettlier can nor wants to. 
At a signal from the chief or the 
medicine man a section of the tent is 
torn away, aud with a heave and a 
whoop all the bucks make {icllmell for 
the water. 
A run aud a Jump, and Iii 
they go. 
It Is just as much sport for 
the old eft warrior as for the boy who 
has not yet won his war bonnet. Once 
more on land, the Indian, haling PCT

It Va Ilia TnrVUh Bath, ho to apeak, 
and It Is to Him a nile, Both Ph*s- 
tral anti Spiritual — Making Medi­ 
a ls* to the Great Spirit. 
F**w, if any, of the writers on the 
habits, folklore aud history of the 
American Indian have devoted any 
space to the red man’s Turkish bath, 
an institution homemade, to be sure, 
but a recognized necessity in every 
cann* aud a feature of the daily life of 
the Indian. 
On the contrary, com­ 
mentators have conveyed the Impres­ 
sion that habits of cleanliness are for­ 
eign to tile Indian 4tnd that lie has an 
inborn aversion to water except for 
culinary p u re e s . 
By the avidity and frequency with 
which tile Indian indulges in his home 
made Turkish hath he proves the fal­ 
lacy of this belief and shows that lie, 
as well as his white brother, can live 
up to the precept “Cleanliness is next 
to godliness." only in the practice the 
Indian puts cleanliness first. 
Tho term Turkish bath Is unknown 
to the Indian. Ile calls that method of 
ablution a "medicine sweat.” It is to 
bim a rite both physical and spiritual, 
for he cleanses his person mid then 
"makes medicine" to Ids Great Spirit. 
That tile rite Is religiously observed 
was shown by a bund of Brule Sioux 
Indians, who made u journey A cross 
the continent to the east and went into 
encampment In, to them, a strange 
land. 
On their arrival, even before they 
raised their tepee poles, they erected a 
"medicine sweat” tent. The framework 
of this tent is of hoop poles so trained 
that it is about nine feet in diameter, 
four feet high, fiat topped and almost 
circular in form. 
Just within the framework there Is a 
bedding of straw about two feet wide, 
and in the center of the tent there is a 
whole in the ground about three feet in 
diameter and three feet deep. 
There 
are no steam vents or pipes, no marble 
slabs, no rubbers and no sheets. When ( 
the indian is ready for his "medicine 
sweat" a number of stones or rocks ! 
are heated to almost white heat and 
dumped Into the hole in the ground. 
Then the red men, ‘JO or 25 of them, iu 
a costume even scantier than Adam's 
after the fall, range themselves upon 
the straw. 
They sit mummy fashion, 
their chins on their knees and their 
arms around their shins, packed so 
clos** together that even if they would 
they could not move. 
When they are all ready, blankets. 
skins and canvas arc thrown over the 
framework until the tent is almost air­ 
tight. two or three buckets of water 
are passed in and thrown upon the hot 
stones aud the "medicine sweat” be­ 
gins. The moment the steam begins to 
rise tile indians begin a chant, which 
is kept up without interruption until 
the sweat is over. 
Tacked together, 
enveloped in steam so thick that none 
can see his neighbor, the Indians sit, 
singing and perspiring for an hour or 
more. 
Not an Indian moves. 
He 
neither can nor wants to. 
At a signal from the chief or the 
medicine man a section of tile tent is 
torn away, ami with a heave and a 
whoop all the bucks make pellmell for 
tile water. A run aud a Jump, aud in 
they go. 
It Is just as much sport for 
the oldest warrior as for the boy who 
has not yet won his war bonnet. Once 
more on land, the Indian, haring per­ 
formed a duty he owes to himself and 
his neighbor, is ready to "make medi­ 
cine.” 
This is always done after the 
"medicine sweat”-—in fact it is part 
and parcel of the ceremony, for It is 
regarded as a ceremony. 
The Indian, clean in person and at 
this moment, before his communion 
with the God of his fathers, supposed 
to he equally clean of mind and guile­ 
less of soul, now proceeds to the high­ 
est point of land in the vicinity of the

Two days seldom pass 
without the repetition of this cere­ 
mony. It never varies. The scene may 
change, the Indian may wander to new 
lands or be drive.! to them, but where 
he is there also is his “medicine sweat" 
tent ami*there he "makes medicine."— 
New York Times.
